j'liis to show. The shadow Itself looks 
ihnost black at first, but after a little 
the edge oC the eclipsed part of the 
moon begins to show. Its color is gray- 
ish neru- the edge of the shadow, but 
fuithor in it Is a deep coppery red. 


This Illumination is due to sunlight 


lefracted into the shadow by the earth's 
.itmospheie. which acts 
like a lens. 


Since this llprht has traversed many 
miles of ,iir It Is colored in the same 
way .is that of the setting sun. Most of 
the hifht near the edge of the shadow 
has passed thioueh but little air and is 
therefore not much colored, but near 
the renter w e t;et the full benefit of the 
sunset tints. 


The brightness of the eclipsed moon 


\aries ficatly in different years, de- 
pending on the weather in the region 
v h e i e tho light passes through out at- 
mosoheip 
When this is cloudy much 


of the light may be cut off, as in 1884, 
\\lien the moon was quite visible to the 
nuked eyo. 


Though the 
edge of the shadow 


seems sli.irp to _the naked eye, it ap- 
pears verv hazy In the telescopes. This 
effect Is :ilso due to our atmosphere and 
deprives lunar eclipses of much of their 
astronomical 
value, as If tbe phases 


could be sharply 
observed, they could 


be used to determine longitude. 


On Oct. 30 there is a partial eclipse 


of the sun, m\lslble in this country, but 
visible in eastern Euiope and through- 
out most of Asia.

It Is to this institution 
that the little waifs of the streets are 
sent and an effort put forth to make 
useful citizens out of them. There ir^ 
at present 2SO boys at the farm and 
during the past year homes have been 
found for 350 boys, and since it was 
founded JDOO boys have been sent out 
from the farm of whom 95 per cent 
have become useful members of so- 
ciety. 


The boys are received between the 


ages of 0 and 36, and most of them 
are from S to 14 years old. 
Ten of 


the oldest boys work with the farmer; 
40 work in the extensive garden In 
two squads of 20 each; 12 tend the 
lawns and 25 act as waiters in the 
dining hall.

day in school and a half day at work.
